MOTION   PICTURES 

The  Motion  Picture  Service,  Office  of  Information,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  produces 
and  distributes  motion  pictures  on  subjects  with  which  the  Department  is  concerned  They 
are  both  sound  and  silent  and  are  released  in  16-mm.  and  35-mm.  widths.  Films  In  the 
16-mm.  size  are  available  from  State  film  libraries;  35-mm.  films  are  available  only  from 
Motion  Picture  Service.  They  are  lent  for  educational  purposes  to  groups  and  organizations 
or  may  be  purchased  outright.  Prints  of  Department  films  may  be  obtained  from  74  cooperat- 
ing film  libraries  in  the  48  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Territories  of  Alaska 
Hawaii,   and   Puerto   Rico. 

TREE  BANK.  16  mm.,  sound,  in  color;  also  black  &  white;  running 
time,  12  y2   minutes.

This  film  shows  how  tree  planting  fits  into  America's  Agricultural  Soil 
Bank  program.  Interestingly  illustrated  are  the  values  of  tree  planta- 
tions in  conserving  soil  and  water,  in  providing  shelter  for  wildlife  and 
recreational  opportunities  for  the  farm  family,  and  as  a  source  of  ad- 
ditional cash  income.  Nursery  and  tree  planting  practices  are  shown. 
There  are  scenes  depicting  the  types  of  cropland  eligible  for  planting  in 
trees  under  the  Conservation  Reserve  of  the  Soil  Bank  and  information 
as  to  sources  of  assistance  available  to  farmers.  TV  use  permitted. 
(Available  for  loan  from  all  cooperating  film  libraries,  State  Foresters, 
and  regional  offices  of  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service.  Black  and  white  prints 
for  television  available  from  Washington.) 
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
